British Chemist Announces Isolation 
of a New Material 

Had Alexander the Great lived in 
modern times he would not have sigh- 
ed for more worlds to conquev, but 
would merely ‘have devoted his atten- 
tion to the chemical elements which 
yet remain to be discovered. Since 
the great chemist, Ramsay, discovered 
Argon, the most sensational develop- 
ment in this fascinating’ line is the 
isolating of an element named Haf- 
nium, ‘The existence of this element 
was detected by two Danish chemists 
and immediately afterwards a British 
chemist announced that he had actu- 
ally isolated the new element. He

~ Closed Season For Halibut | 


Treaty Between U.S, 
Becomes Effective : 


Under the terms of a treaty betw een’ 


Canada and the United States, recent- 
ly signed for Canada by Hon, Ernest 
| Lapointe, , Minister of Marine and 
| Fisheries, and for the United Staies 
by Hon, Charles Hughes, Secretary of 
State, a closed segson each year from 
November 16th to February 15th in 
the North Pacific Ocean will be effec- 
tive. By the terms of the treaty pen 
alties will be provided for the opera- 
tion of fighing vessels by citizens of 
the two countries in violation of the 
closed season provision. 

The closed season will continue, it 
is provided, until the United States or 
Canadiag authorities modify or sus 
pend it by joint agreement, or until 
the convention is abrogated, by notice 
of either country. It is provided that 
notice of abrogation can be given after 
the closed season is in force at least 
five years. The convention also pro 


vides for the appointment of a com-/ 


mission of four members, two repre 
senting the United States and two the 
Canadian Government, to investigaie 
the halibul fishery in the North Paci 
fic and make recommendations for 
preservation and development of the 
industry. _ The. halibut fishery indus- 
try which is rapidly being depleted it 
was said, wil be given prokangad life 
as a result.

What you see inacomb of honey isa pound 
of perfect sweetness encased ina wax structure 
that is a triumph of architectural engineering. — 

You pay twenty-five or thirty cents for this, 
take it home; spread it on your bread to tickle your 
palate and_help fill your physical fuel bin, and— 
what you don’t see in this comb of honey-is a little 
army of bees working harder than Trojans’ ever 
worked, sucking the ambrosia from thousands of 
clover blossoms. - : 

. Your pound of honey contains 7,000 grains of 
sugar. Each clover blossom provides about one- 
eighth of a grain, so this pound represents the 
sweet fruitage of 56,000 clover heads.- But the 
clover fiead is composed of about sixty florets or 
flower tubes. To extract the hidden sweet the 
bee must probe each of these. This means some 
sixty separate operations on each flower. 

If one bee contracted to gather a pound of 
honey, tha thee would have to explore 3,360,000 of 
these tiny tubes to secure the material. Allowing 
five seconds for each exploration and twelve hours 


toa day, it would take this bee some four hundred 


days to produce a pound. And this would repre- 
sent-only the gathering of the honey, nor the time

Making the Vegetable 


Thorough preparation of the soil 
before planting time aids greatly by 
increasing crop yields and by curtail- 
ing later labor ge yee The 
garden should be well ploughed and 
sufficient surface tillage given to 
eliminate hand labor to the greatest 
extentposgible. A quantity of well 
rotted barnyard manure should be 
worked into the soil every year. If 
the garden is a small one where only 
manual labor is wsed, the spading 
should be thoroughly done and the 
soil worked down as soon as possible 
after spading. The spading fork can 
often be used to advantage to dig up 
the garden. Another garden tool 
that soon pays for itself is the. wheel- 
ed hoe. This implement, run close to 
the rows when the plants first appear, 
destroys the weeds close in, and thus 
lessens the amount of weeding. In 
order to use the wheeled hoe to advan- 
tage itis advisable to have the ve 
ables in straight rows. Sowing radis! 
or turnip seed with slower germinat- 
ing seed will permit earlier cultiva- 
tion if the spacings between the rows, 
and early destruction of weeds means 
less labor. Spread over a period of 
ten years the cost of this weeder 
would only be about eighty cents a 
year,

Canada Colonization Association 
Undertakes Huge Project 

‘There is good news for Western 
Canada in the announcement that the 
Canada Colonization Association 1s 
overcoming its difficulties, and prepay- 
ing to bring in settlers this season, 
The sooner the-fdJe lands along the 
railways are brought under-production 
the sooner will freight rates be Tower- 
ed by increasing the volume of traffic, 
andthe sooner will the burden of Fed: 
eral, Provincial and Municipal taxa- 
tion be lightened to the individual ag- 
riculturist, as to every other citizen, 
by distribution over a large number 
of shoulders. The present depression 
in Canada is attributable in a Jarge 
measure to lack of population. For 
upwards of eight years Canada has 
suffered from an almost complete ces- 
sation of active immigration work 
abroad. ‘The Canada Colonization 
Association is hopeful of being ablo 
to assist materially in turning the tide. 

This much is to be gleaned from an 
interview obtained fromi Mr. M. A. 
Brown, Vice; President of the Associa- 
tion“in question, who recently return: 
ed from holding important conferences 
in the east. Mr. Brown said in part: 

“Our association is in receipt of an 
additional grant of money from the 
Federal Treasury for the fiscal year 
1923-1924. Not only this. We have 
been able to take the movement out of 
politics. The leaders of all three 
political parties at Ottawa have given 
united support to the organization. 
They realize the vital importance ot 
dealing effectively with the settlement 
of privately-owned lands along _ the 
railways.” 

“As a result. of a conference called 
by Hon. Charles ‘Stewart, Minister o1 
Immigration, between representatives 
of the Government, the railways and 
our association, the Government and 
the railways are jointly engaged in ad- 
vertising the agricultural advantages 
of Canada in Great Britain, Continen- 
tal Europe and’ the United States. In 
this connection it’ should be added 
that the Canada Colonization Associa- 
tion does not have to bear the cost of 
the publicity carried on abroad on its 
beh&lf, The expenditures involved in 
the present immigration propaganda 
in other countries is borne by the 
Federal Government and the other in 
terests concerned. As a result of 
this arrangement the 32-year sales 
plan of the Canada Colonization As- 
sociation is this month being explain- 
ed to seven million readers abroad.” 

Reference has already been made to 
the fact that the Canada Colonization 
Association is overcoming its difficul- 
ties. In this connection, Mr. Brown 
sald: ‘ 

“Imaccurate» statements regarding 
the affairs of the association have ap- 
peared during the past few weeks. 
Some of these statements were ob, 
viously inspired—others appeared in 
the press merely through lack of in- 
formation. ‘The association is carry- 
ing out a most difficult undertaking in 
the’ face of unysually adverse econo- 
mic conditions. It has not been easy 
to effect co-operation between import- 
ant organizations whose interests are 
often divergent: The association lisa 
under the necessity of remaining inde- 
pendent in order that it may carry out 
the national task to which it has set 
its hand. We are determined that it 
shall not be dominated or controlled 
by any transportation or land ipter- 
ests, by any religigus body, or by any 
outside pressure.” 

“[ wish to emphasize another point 
—the association will never participate 
in any immigration plan that does not 
inyOlve careful selection and direction 
of new citizens. It would bé easy. 
under present world conditions, to 
dump in Canada vast numbers of um 
desirable people, butin our view the 
adoption of such a policy would prove 
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for those Smokers’ 
who like their tobacco 
Cut Fine or who . 
roll their own.

On May 15th, 1854, 
the stout little ship Resolute, locked 
in Arctic ice, was abandoned, sorely 
against the will of her captain, by ord- 
ers of the leader of the Belcher. 
Franklin expedition. © Without a soul 
on board, the Resolute drifted all the 
way from Melvillé Island to Davis 
Straits, where she was picked up by 
an American ship and brought in. The 
American Congress voted -200,000 to 
buy the prize, put her in beautiful con 
dition, and sent her back to Cowes, 
where she was presented to Queen 
Victoria Twenty years later, when 
the time came to break her up, the 
Queen had a very beautiful desk made 
of her timbers, and this was sent to 
Washington as a memento of the old 
ship. It is now in the White House, 
and Is the desk at which President 
Roosevelt did most of his work.
